AIRMAIL  REGULAR  ISSUE  PLATE  BLOCKS

All  plate  blocks  are  in  fine  mint  condition  (most  NH) 

Overlooked  in  most  collections  because  they  don't 
"commemorate"  anything,  these  stamps  were  designed 
for  everyday  airmail  use.  As  such,  they  depict  the 
planes  by  which  the  mail  was  flown.  Through  these 
stamps  you  can  follow  both  the  airmail  rate  increases 
(5£  in  1947  to  8<*  in  1962)and  the  progress  of  the  aero- 
nautics industry  (DC-4  in  '47  to  Jets  in  '6  2).  These 
plate  blocks  are  underpriced  in  todays  market  (the 
catalog  value  is  $5.50)  and  are  well  worth  picking  up 
at  this  time.
